fe to fe withes more Cordially than my Self, that this Day may 
Pir:y Fnot be made a Day of Strife. 1 look upon every Ten- 
tevity Jcency towards widening our Differences, and foment- 
Lien ing the unhappy Animofities that are kept up amon 
who feus, by malicious and defigning Men, as very grofs 
m o [Abufe and profanation of this Solemnity. Let us Ima- 


agine, that Peace at Home is to be Proclaim’d this Day ; 
and ler us all readily come into it. If there be any 
trife or Shadow of Estrention, let it be feen in no- 
hing elfe, but in the Endeavours of all Orders of Men, 
to make this Peace Lafting and Inviolable; as it is eafy 
and honourable in its Terms, fafe in the Gaaranty pro- 
Wided for it, and infinitely defirable on account of its 
Dieflings and Advantages. Since Contention may fo 
Feahily 4 transform’d into Induftry, and is better di- 
Wetted, than ftifled and fuppreffed : Since we have beat 
eur Syords and Spears into Plow-Shares and Pruning- 
Vboks, into Inftruments of domeftick Labour and In- 
luftry ; let us rid our felves of that eagernefs of Oppo- 

tion, and turbulency of Spirit, the Inftruments of 
action and Sedition, in the very fame manner: Let us 
Furn them upon our Rivals abroad, and employ them als 
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home for our felves and our Country. Should it ever 
be our Fate to learn War any more ; by Uniting at home, 
we thall be better prepar’d to come into it: Shall judge 
more clearly of its Neceflity and Confequences; and 
fall with greater Weight upon our Enemies. Our 
Dangers, however aggravated and mifrepreftaced, were 
never yet great enough to reconcile us : Let our /atere/f, 
which 1s more nearly concern’d, accomplilh that good 
Work. Whilft our Viétortes were proftituted to the In- 
creafe of Fuétion, andthe Fomenting our Divifions at 
home; whilft Thorns and Eriars grew up together with 
the Lasrels we had Planted; we gave Svranzers and 
Aliens an opportunity to Crop the Harvefi of our 
Toils ; and our Blood was as unprofitably watled, as 


that of the Slainand Conquer’d. But Peace at Ayme is 


more than an Equivalent for all our ows Succeffes : and 
a greater Security than a Thoufind Cirand Albinces. 
Some particular Men may delight in War, becail sy 


have been Gainers by it: ‘Peace is the univerf:! Good ; 
that Britain ought to Delight in; that all of us are 
Gainers by, and therefore thould conftantly ftudy and 
promote. This fets*the Difference between the Chia- 
racters of a Field Fro and a Pacifick Statrefman, ex- 
treamly to the Advantage of the Latter ; and whilit ir 
makes lef$ Noife, procures a more folid and lafting 
Glory. How much more amiable is it, and more Le- 
neficial to Mankind, to Heal and Reprefs a Thoufind 
Diforders by Council and Advice, than to punith them 
with the vindictive Sword? In general, the Balance of 
Reputation turns rather to the Side of the Politician 
than the Warrior ; but in our particular Cafe, between 
fuch a War and fuch a Peace, there can be no maaner of 
Comparifon. Exrope muft confefs, that we are a bhir- 
like People ; and we thall be better able to maintain thar 
Character, if we can learn to fay of our felves, That we 
are a Peaceable People. We fhall then recaver in good 
earneft the Weakneiles and Diforders, which a Confaming 
Land-War hath brought upon us. If our Parties do bur 
dwindle and wear off a little fafter than our Taxaions, 
we fhould foon be in a Condition to perform greater 
Wonders fingly and by our felves, than ever we were 
able to bring about, in Concert and Conjun¢tion with 
others. Would to Heaven therefore we could be as 
eafily Reconciled to, and United with each other, as 
Her Majefty is United to all of us in mnalrerable Love 
and Affection! The Difficulty is about the Afeans : And 
yet it is no fuch hard Matter to find that AZ ddle Point, 
where we ought to Meet and Agrce; were we but as 
well difpafed to lay alide every Prejudice, that may OF- 
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47 firdt us in our way thither. She has told how our

the jiritte/? Adberence to our Gonjtitution in Church and 
State, but by Obferving the Laws our felves, and Enforcing 
a due Obedience to them in others. 

The Loyal Impulfe that led me into a Train of 
Ideas fuitable to this Day’s Solemnity, feem’d to be very 
Rational and Well-grounded, when J confider'd, chat 
the Prefs ow'd many Attonements to the Throne for 
the abominable Infulrs and Indignities, which Seditious 
and Rebellious Hands have, thro’ this Polluted “han- 
nel, fo freely pour'd out upon the Publick: Whereby 
an indelible Difgrace and monumental Reproach is at 
once brought, both upon Letters and Loyalty. It has 
been my conftant Endeavour to provide an Antidote 
againft this Deluge of Poifon; and to ftamp nobler and 
better Impreffions upon the Minds of Men; crafing 
thofe evil Surmifes and unreafonable Prejudices, which 
Fathons Authors and Weak Readers have conipir'dto Im- 
bibe and Propagate, by making their Court to the De- 
generacy and Corruptions of the Age. For this I have 
been Attack'd and Pelred, from a Quarter, whence i all 
along expected it ; whence I can expect no other, in 
fuch a Caufe ; and 1 Triumph in the Acquilition. It 
cannot be fuppofed, that 1, who have Battled the Party 
when they were truly Formidable, fhould now defift, 
out of | Stons not what imaginary Terrors, which are 
far from affecting me with any other Paflion, but that 
of Joy at the apparent Declenfion and approaching 
Ruin of Fattion; of which this fudden Swell and Effort 
of Rage is a very hopeful Symptom. Whilft they hold 
up a fingle Pen againft the Government, I fhall not 
lay down mine: But whilft they play the Porcupine, 
and carry a whole Quiver at their Backs, it will be in 
vain to think of difarming me, who have fo long bore 
the Brunt af Noife and Nambers. 

I cannot tell what Devils, Popes, and Pretenders may 
be brought forth in folemn Cavalcade, and committed 
to the Fire upon this great Feftival ; nor am [ able to 
determine, whether they are really Boys, or only Per- 
fons of Quality, who are to fhare the Glory of fuch im- 
portant Adventures. 1 know very well we have an 
arrogant Faction among us, who Confecrate Days with- 
out Authority, and mock thofe which Authority hath 
made folemn ; efpecially if they are Days, that do Ho- 
nour toa Monarch ora Staart. But if thefe Men will go 
on to ufe the fame Methods and Marks of Rejoicing on 
this Day, which were formerly appropriated to the Fifth 
of November, let them frankly own the Paralt:l, and con- 
fefs that this Day was in the Nature of a Deliverance, 
as well as the Other, and fived us from as many Evils 
and from as dangerous a Confpiracy. Let them not 
pretend to be afraid of that to Morrow, which they 
make a Mockery of to Day; and tofs it into the Bon- 
tive with an Aiur of Contempt and Merriment. Do 
they Jeft with us all the while? And is it thus that 
Popery and the Pretender are to be Introduced? Where 
will their Swathfeld Deélors appear, who quake and 
fhiver with Apprehenfion, whilft thefe Men ridicule 
the Feers of their Party, and aie forced to make to them-

But } return to better Men and nobler Sentumen, 
Go od Subjects wy) fpend this Feftival in another ma, 
ner ; by recollecting the many: great Things Her Ma. 
je/ty hath done for us, and the many ineflimable Big 
fings we enjoy under Hux aufpicious Government an) 
gentle Adminiftration: And thefe grateful Confiter, 
tions will not only oblige them to oppote all Airey, 
to leffen Her Authority, and render the Pojeffis of i 
Crown Uneafie to Her ; but will alfo excite in them th, 
higheft Veneration for Her Perfon, Zcal for Her P... 
rogative, Confidence in Her Affeétion, a Dutitul Sub. 
ction to thofe in Authority under Her, and a juft De. 
teftation and Abhorrence of all Her Enemies. W),.. 
ever hath been infinuated or fuggefted to the contrary 
fam none of thofe, who would affix a black Stroke 
upon any one Period of Her Annals : 1 acknowledoe 
both the former and the latter Glories of Her Reicy 
Pethaps Her Care and Love of the Church and Reiisi , 
were more remarkably feen and diftinguifh’d, when 
the Virgin Droop d and was in Sorrow, than now the 
Days of Mouruinyg are over, and there is no unfriendly 
Power to interpofe between Her and the Throne, ai 
to interrupt the reise hing Beams of the Royal Favour 
and Indulgence.

engrofling the Glory too. But after all, what could th 
War, fuccefsful as it was, have prov’d to us, but ine. 
vitable Ruin and Defolation, had not the defirable Eng 
a Peace, been attain’d in due Seafon? This laf Step 
brought us to the true Relith of our Vistories, and 
convinced Mankind, that what feem'd to be pure Re 
mance before, had now a Moral and a Meaning init 
Even in kindnefs to themfelves, our fowreft 7 a 
tents ought to come into thefe Pacifick Meafures, becauk 
it falv'd their Condu&, and made it truly Serviceabl 
and Beneficial to us, which muft otherwife have haften' 
the Downfal of our Conftitution. 

Thefe Refleions are feafonable enough, and fit to 
mingle with the Rejoycings of this Feffival, Mf we muf 
have a Sacrifice and a Burnt-Offering, let us Surrende 
to the Flames thofe Piles of Clamour and Sedition, 
which have been fpread abroad to do Mifchief, and to 
Territy and Annoy our People. Let us demolifh thof 
Spectres and Images of Terror and Danger, which we 
have form’d and drefs’d up, to our own Difquiet and 
Uneafinefs. Let our Enemies fear Her, who can Love 
only Fer Subjests in the manner She does: But let us 
requite Her with reciprocal Affection, and leave the ret 
of Exrope to Tremble at Her Prefence. She is fecur, 
if we will not be Fealows, and Both may be happy, i 
all Attempts to make either Miferable, are oppos‘d it 
Concert, and with equal Vigour and Refolution. 
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
